So far in this campaign no issue has shown up 
except the League of Nations, and as to that people 
are divided, Everybody thinks some kind of a 
world association should be formed which would 
do away with war as a means of settling differ- 
ences, and yet few Amer:cans want to butt into 
European affairs and be everlastingly embroiled in 
the scraps, bickerings, racial hatreds and all- 
around devilishness of European nations. What 
is needed is a world league for the promotion and 
teaching of the principles of the Golden Rule, 
mixed with the grand principles of the American 
Independence, 

Senator John J, Ingalls of Kansas once said 
that the Decalogue and the Golden Rule had no 
place in politics. He was roundly berated for say- 
ing Tt, yet no doubt he spoke the thought of many 
practical politicians of his time, and of all time. 
Ingalls’ cynicism put into words the faith and 
practice of malty citizens who can forgive a party 
leader anything except being found out.

If there is any one thing more than another 
which ought not to exist among iPtelligent people 
it is~class prejudice, and especially is this true out 
here in the glad, free West, where one man is as 
good as another if the behaves himself. Class pre- 
judice never got anybody atywhere yet, and never. 
will, and the more you give it thought the less use 
you will have for it, if you are a sensible person. 

The capitalist, the employer of labor and Me 
man of affairs generally, on the ome hand, and 
the workingman, he who toils and produces, on 
the other, should be the very best of friends, for 
the very simple reason that each needs the other. 
Their interests should be identical, and there is 
©very reason why they should be friends and no 
good reason on earth why they should not be, And 
the only reason they are not, at times, is because 
of selfishness on the part of both, and class pre- 
judice, and a hot-headed minority says and does 
things which it would not if it took time to think 
it all over and study it out, 

Each side has rights which the other should 
respect, and in the interest of general harmony 
each must occasionally make concessions, and 
those concessions should never be one-sided. Oc;
